A RRL FORUM 


Newington Conn - ARRL Hqs announced that the Section Communications 
Manager election for the Alaska Section was won without contest (no one 
else was nominated) by FRED WEGMER KL7HFM of Anchorage. Fred will take 
office effective January Ist 1980. 


Anyone familiar with the National Traffic System (NTS) will know that 
Alaska is part of Region 7 but has been unable to participate in Region 

7 traffic nets because of Net times and the propagation at those times, 
As a result, a couple of years ago, an Alaska representative (Mary KL7P, 
appointed by the SCM) was invited to participate in the Daytime Pacific 
Area Net (DPAN) which consists of representatives from Regions 6, 7, 

and 12 and from the Central and Eastern Areas. Traffic handled on this 
net is supposed to be handled directly between Area/Region or Region/ 
Region. But in our case, we constantly found that traffic coming to 

us from either the Easter or Central Areas had to be relayed via an 
intermediary station, usually a Regio 7, which resulted in increased 

Net time for everyone concerned. In addition, whenever we here in Alaska 
initiated bulk traffic, as on Mother's Day, stations handling our traffic 
in the lower '48 weren't getting any credit until they got it to a normal 
traffic system Net. Thru the efforts of several people in Region 7, 
Alaska will soon be initiating TransContinental Corps schedules. Two 
schedules daily will be maintained with a specific TCC representative in 
the lower '48 to send/receive traffic to/from Alaska, The rep here in 
Alaska will then take that traffic to either the Sniper or Bush Nets as 
appropriate for delivery. Traffic originating in Alaska should be routed 
to the TCC representative who should be available on those two local nets, 
At this time, we have a couple of volunteers to meet the TCC and local 
schedules but we need more help. If you can be available during either 
morning or evening hours, even on an irregular basis, we can work out 
some sort of schedule. GET INVOLVED !!! 


ARRL - membership/renewal - Don't forget that if you're wanting to join 
ARRL or renew your ARRL membership, please do it through the club since 
we get a "kick-back".

HAM RADIO & PUBLIC SERVICE 


The Anchorage Amateur Radio Club recently received notice from an Office 
in Juneau that they had determined that we are a "social" rather than a 
"public service” activity and as such our Raffle Permit would not be re- 
newed, It was tactfully explained to the individual concerned that the 
State of Alaska essentially "GIVES" us our automobile license plates be- 
cause we have a history of providing "Public Service" to the State. 


Well, after all is said and done, we'll probably get to keep our raffle 
permit. But this situation brought home the reality that HAM or Amateur 
Radio is being quickly forgotton about by the public as a means of Public 
Service through emergency communications. Most have forgotton the '64 
Earthquake, the Fairbanks Flood, the airplane crashes, the ground searches, 
and other emergency situations in which we HAMS provided the ONLY communi~ 
cations available. But the only way to prove our past involvement is to 
provide documentary evidence and in most cases thats really hard to do. 


So this is the beginning of what I hope will be a monthly column, partici- 
pated in by all HAMS in Alaska not just the Anchorage Club. We'll publish 

a separate page each month in our Newsletter listing all the Public Service 
events or Emergency Communications HAMs have participated in or provided 
for the previous month. This record can then be made available to anyone’ 
in the State who wants or needs it. So, remember, If you participate in 
such an event or know someone who has, jot down a quick summary of the. 
situation including names and callsigns and locations etc and forward to 

the AARC at P.O. Box 1987, Anchorage AK 99510. These type events include — 
calling in accidents etc. So lets hear from all of you out there. 


ALASCOM SATELLITE FAILS ~ Twice during September the ALASCOM Satellite 
“wobbled" in orbit and disrupted communications to/from interior Alaska. 
On the first ocassion, AL7V Maynard Ward in Nome relayed to Mike KL7JKH 
and Fred KL7CUS in Fairbanks request from FAA Nome for ATC clearance 

for a medivac flight from Nome to Anchorage. Mike and Fred were able to 
get the clearance via phone from Fairbanks. The next time around, Terry 
WL7AFO was asked by FAA to get clearance for another flight from Nome to 
Anchorage, Terry contacted Pete KL7FC in Sequim Wash who relayed back 
to Mary KL7P in Anchorage who relayed to/from the FAA in Anchorage.

HURICANE te - Over 25 Health & Welfare messages were originated by 
Anchorage residents anxious to know about the condition of friends and 
relatives in the disaster area. These messages were sent via HAM RADIOGRAM 
because normal Telephone circuits were out. 
CIVIL DEFENSE REPEATER PROVIDED BACKUP BATTERY POWER - Dave Olaenareports 
that the Anchorage Civil Defense Repeater on Site Summit (90/30) is now 
set up with back up battery power which will automatically switch in line 
when the AC fails. Also provided is a trickle charger to keep the batteries 
up to maximum charge.

1. Order of Busines 


Fred (KL7IFM) reported that the owner of the Athenian 
Village Shopping Center had contacted him concerning the 
Club flea market. It was reported that a misunderstanding 
had led to a double rental and we may have to move our flea 
market activities from the original space (3,000 sy. feet) 
to another space (1,100 sq. feet) in the Athenian Village.

The Board also asked Steve Norrell 
(KL7IYX) to add such wording to the Clubs Charter so that 
Our application might receive favorable action by the State. 
This change would be subject to approval by the genoral 
membership as prescribed in the Charter. 


4. Order of Business: 

Fred (KL7IFM) reported that one of the Club's repeat- 
ers had been used for reports on the teacher's strike and 
that he had suggested that the amateur radio hands were not 
the place for such activity. 

Action: The Board approved Fred's sugge. tion. 


5. Order of Busine

300 tickets need to be sold beform we reach break even - to 
date about 160 are known to have »#en sold. Wilse also re- 
ported that we have the tables necessary for the flea mar- 
ket but could still use some chairs. 


6. Order of Business: 


Fred (KL7HFM) reported that State Equipment and Leasing 
Company had agreed to provide a crane at our flea market 
so the H.F. antenna could be hung from it. Also Fred re- 
ported that T.V. and radio copy was being prepared by Patty 
Oleson (KL7L), and the flea market would have a Hot Air 
balloon. 


7. Order of Business: 

Dave Laurence (KL7IIAB) reported that he is working on 
having an airplane from CAP (an Otter) on display at the 
flea market to attract visitors. 


Dave also reporte? that the social scheduled to be 
held at La Casa in Magle River has been cancelled. 


8. Order of Business: 


Fred (KL7HFM) said that a meeting place for the 
general meetings in October and November had been found - 
Grand View Library. Fred suggested members shonld park 
on the side streets off of DeBarr or perhaps in a nearby 
church parking lot.

ANCHORAGE AMATEUR RADIO CLUB 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I: MEMBERSHIP AND PARTICIPATION

ARTICLE II: DUES 


Section 1.

All persons interested in Amateur Radio shall be eligible to 
participate in corporation activities, except where restricted 
in other sections of these By-Laws. 


All licensed Amateurs, whose applications have been approved by 
the Membership Committee and who have paid their assessed dues, 
shall be recognized as REGULAR MEMBERS. REGULAR MEMBERS shall 
have the right to vote in all elections of the corporation and 
hold any elected or appointed office of the corporation. 


All persons who are not licensed Amateurs, but who are twelve 
(12) years of age, or older, and who have paid their assessed 
dues shall be ASSOCIATE MEMBERS. ASSOCIATE MEMBERS shall have 
the right to vote in all elections of the corporation, but may 
not hold any elected office of the corporation, except as 
allowed in other sections of these By~Laws. 


Any person who has been notified by the Federal Communications 
Commission that he will be issued a valid Amateur License is 
immediately eligible for REGULAR MEMBERSHIP. 


Dues will be assessed on an annual basis and shall be prorated 
quarterly, to the first day of the quarter during which an 
application for membership is approved. 


The amount assessed for dues shall be reviewed annually and 
assessed to each member in an amount and manner prescribed in 
the Rules of Procedure. 


ARTICLE III: GOVERNING BODY

The governing body of the corporation shall be the Board of 
Directors and shall consist of the President, Vice-President, 
Activities Manager, Secretary, Treasurer, Trustee, the most 
recent past President, three (3) three-year Directors, and 
six (6) one-year Directors.
